The Southern Bitulithic Co., of 
Nashville, began yesterday the work 
of resurfacing the entire area of 12 
blocks of paved streets laid by the 
company in the fall of 1912. 

The company entered into a con- 
tract with thecitytokeep the streets 
in repair for five yean. Small holes 
appeared in 1913 and these were re- 
paired. By 1914 other and larger 
defective places developed and last 
fall very general repairs were made. 
At the same time the company had a 
chemical analysis made of the ma 
tenals used in the base and the sur- 
facing of the streets. Just what the 
conclusion reached was has not been 
announced, but the company evident- 
ly found that the asphalt used in the 
top dressing was defective. At any 
rate the entire surfacing of from 
one to two inches it being dug up 
with picks and entirely new surfacing 
will replace it over the entire area 
on both Main and Ninth streets. 

The change is made without cost 
to the city and voluntarily by the 
Southern Bitulithic Cq. Whether 
that company, which uses the bitu- 
lithic profess of *)l%tren Bros., of 
Pennsylvania, has guaranties to fall 
back upon is not known. Be that as 
it may./the Southern Bitulithic Co. 
is "coming square" with this city. 
The same company is now putting 
down new streets in Nashville, 
Owensboro and other cities and 
could not afford to have unsatisfac- 
tory work rema ; n as an object lesson 
in HopkinsvilK

As Hopkinsville wilt" some day 
have public playgrounds for the 
children of the city, through the 
philanthropy of the late W. A. Wil- 
gus, the following description of the 
playgrounds in Louisville, from the 
Times, will give an idea what these 
playgrounds should be: 

"Louisville's eighteen large and 
well-equipped playgrounds will be 
thrown open to the public June 14, 
and until that time Supervisor F. I 
S. Hess and Supt. Ernest Kettigwtll 
busy themselves getting' the physical 
condition of each playground in the 
proper condition for operating on 
opening day. Last fall Supt. Kettig 
added trees and shrubs to most of 
the playgrounds, and for the past 
month he has been having new walks 
made and refinishing of various kinds 
done. He has installed sanitary 
drinking fountains in every play- 
ground. 

He is having rope swings replaced 
with iron ones, which will not only 
be more durable, but will be safer 
for the children. Four new slides, 
the largest that can be bought, have 
been added to the apparatus, each 
playground in the city now being 
equipped with one. 

SWIMMING POOL POPULAR. 
Last season the big swimming pool 
at Central Park was used by 17.000 
people. This year it is expected that 
it will be enjoyed by a still greater 
number. It will be opened at 5 
o'clock each afternoon to business 
men of the city and an instructor 
will be in charge for those who nted 
instruction. As has been the cus- 
tom in the past, classes for business 
young men and women will be lield 
in the evenings. Last year, for the 
first time, the pool was open to 
children from every playground i l 
the city for one period each week, 
the instructors from various play- 
grounds taking charge of the classes 
from his playground. The plan 
worked so successfully last year that 
the same idea will be carried out 
this season. 

In making plans for the season's 
work Supervisor Hess has decided to 
hold the festivals, which are usually 
given at the end of the season by the 
various playgrounds, during the mid- 
dle of the season instead. At these 
festivals the parents and friends of 
the children who frequent the play- 
grounds are given an idea what kind 
of work is done on each playground. 
At the end of the season, however, a 
grand finale will be given in which 
the fascinating folk .lances enjoyed 
on the playgrounds during the aea- 
ison will be danced by children t'rom 
77 years old and | every pi H y Kro und in the city. These 
pagtan's are always attended by 
thousands of spectators, and this 
year Supervisor Hess hopes to make 
it the most spectacular ever given in 
Louisville. As has been the custom 
for aeveral years, each playground 
will have a July 4 festival, when ap- 
propriate exercises will be given. 
Several thousand fiaga will be dis- 
tributed and patriotism will be tl e 
order of the day.

London. April 26.— The 
rushes in Flanders and the Weevre, 
where they claim considerable suc- 
cesses, are believed to be forerunners 
of another big effort to break through 
the allied lines in the west. 

For many days Belgium has been 
sealed from the observation of nen* 
trals, while German reinforcements 
are being moved to the south to take 
part in the new offensive, which they 
hope is to carry them to Calias. The 
attack in Flanders, originally levell- 
ed at the French, has been transfer- 
red to the British lines held by the 
Canadians, on the immediate right 
of the French, and here for two days 
the men from the dominion have 
been engaged in a deadly contest 
with the Germans. The Germans 
claim further progress toward Ypres 
and that British counter attacks have 
been repulsed. 

The French, on the other hand, de- 
clare the allies' counter attacks con- 
tinue with success and that the Brit- 
ish hold all their positions, and re- 
peat the charge that the Germans 
are using bombs containing asphyxi- 
ating gases. 

The Frankfurter Zeitunsr justifies 
the use of these missilt s on the 
ground that the allies have done 
likewise. 

It is believed that half a million 
new German troops have reached 
t landers and that more guns and 
materia lare to be usedt han were pro- 
vided for in the original attempts to 
destrpy the allied armies in the wesf 
—attempts which met with failure 
both in August and October. 

In the meantime the eastern front 
is enjoying a period of comparative 
calm, except in the mid-Carpathians, 
where the Russians continue to at- 
tack the Austrians in Uzsoz pass and 
to the eastward, whtre the Austri- 
ans and Germans are trying to crush 
the Russian tlank.. Both sides re- 
port success. 

Operations in the Dardanelles still 
are apparently continued to the 
bombardment of the Turkish en- 
trenchments, while preparations are 
being made for landing the allied 
force, part of which is already on 
Turkish territory at Enos and other 
points. 

Italy and Greece continue to de- 
bate what steps, if any, they will 
take, and Ruman a, it is believed, 
waits on Italy's decision. It is stated 
that Austrian and German diplomats 
at Roma art prepared to recommend 
acceptance of Italy's terms, but are 
waiting for instructions from Vi- 
enna, which has the last word. 

Greece, too. is considering terms 
which, however, come from the al- 
lies, and Athens is torn by divided 
opinions, adherents of ex-Premier 
Venizelos demanding immediate in- 
tervention and the government sup- 
porters insisting that the integrity 
of the country must be guaranteed 
before Greece takes up arms. 
Athens dispatch says that a i 
is expected some time this week.

tfastwtlflc Orchardlata Have Found a 
Way to Prevent the " 
From Frost. 



8eimtinY orrhardists have devel- 
oped a method of spreading a blan- 
ket of smoke over their trees when 
frost threatens, thereby keeping 
them warm and saving the fruit. 
The* 1 men have learned that the dan- 
ger lime for thoir frail is npon clear, 
still nights when the thermomet. r ia 
below 40. When there are cloudl 
tin re is little danger, for these li"ld 
the latent heat of the earth and pre- 
vent it from radiating Into space. 
But when the skies are char the heat 
goes hurtling away and the danger 
of frost impends. 

So the fruit men have developed 
a Rubstitnte for clouds. They manu- 
facture smoke to take their place. 
This ia done by burning straw that 
is pomewhnt damp and therefore 
smokes a great deal as it bum-. 
Great volume* of the ?moke boil up 
and ppread out upon the fields. It 
often happens that many men in a 
fruit belt may be burning these 
smudges at the same time and that 
the whole region may become cov- 
ered with the emoke. So many a 
countryside puts on a smoke blanket 
that it may keep itself warm. 

Yet this smoke imparts no warmth 
of its own to the orchards. It mere- 
ly serves the purpose of preventing 
the radiation of the heat that has 
Imwi stored up in the ground since 
the time that the sun last shone 
upon it.

Burned Courthouse at Ben- 
ion, rronooncea uuuiy. 



Paducah, Ky., April 26.— A ver- 
dict of guilty was returned late 
Fr day afternoon in the arson case 
•gainst George Slaughter, former 
circuit cUrk of Marshall county, for 
burning the courthouse at Benton. 

The case was transferred to the 
McCracken circuit court on a change 
of venue and went to trial Thursday 
morning. The arguments were con- 
cluded at 3:30 o'clock Friday after- 
noon, and the jury deliberated about 
an hour. Slaughter's maximum pen- 
alty is seven years and one month in 
the penitentiary and the minimum 
s?ven years. 

Practically all of the testimony of 
the defense was in support of the 
insanity plea, several physicians, in- 
cluding Dr. H. P. Sights, superin- 
tendent of the insane asylum at 
Hopkinsville, Ky., awearing that 
Slaughter was mentally deranged 
when he committed the act, which 
was admitted by the defense. The 
commonwealth introduced seversl 
witnesses all acquaintances of Slaugh 
ter, to establish that he was sane 
Probably the moat damaging evi 
dence was a photograph of the appli- 
cation Slaughter made for life insur- 
ance previous to the crime, showing 
that he had stated there was no 
insanity among his relatives, as the 
defense had attempted to prove that 
some of his relations were of un- 
sound mind. 
Slaughter did not testify.

Wants Law Construed. 

Attorney-General Garnett has filed 
a brief in the U. S. supreme court 
urging that the Webb-Kenyon fed- 
eral liquor law should not be so con- 
strued as to convert it into a legal 
scarecrow." The law prohibits in- 
terstate shipments of liquor into dry 
territory when "intended by any 
person interested therein to be re- 
ceived, possessed or sold, or in any- 
way used" in violation of state laws. 
Attorney-General Garnett protested 
against a construction which would 
make the law inapplicable for liq- 
uor intended by a consignee for his 
personal use -a use not forbidden by 
state laws.

PROPER WAY TO CLEAN SHOES 

Details That Many Overlook Are of 
the Utmott Importance When Re- 
sult* Are 8ought For. 

Very few people have the least 
idea of how to clean a pair of shoes. 

The mistake that nearly everyone 
makes is of failing to brush the shoe 
clean before putting on the blacken- 
ing. 

Another blunder is that of putting 
on too much blackening and not 
working it well into the leather be- 
fore starting to polish the shoe. 

When cleaning brown shoes it is 
necessary to get all the dirt out be- 
fore putting on the polish. Other- 
wise you cover the dirt with a coat 
of polish and leave it there for good. 

You have an old pair of shoes 
which are beginning to leak. Try 
the following: 

Take linseed oil ten parts, mutton 
suet live parts, yellow wax live parts, 
resin one part. Melt them together 
over a gentle fire, let the mixture 
come to a boil, then set aside till 
cooled to about 140 degrees. Tab 
a brush — an old toothbrush will do — 
and give the shoes two coats of th 
mixture. Be sure to work it well 
into the seams. This will make tin 
boots thoroughly waterproof.
